At the 
same time the “raw m aterials” that 
en ter in to their produ ction — wheat 
an d oats an d cattle, sheep an d hogs— 
will en ter the Un ited States m arket 
free. 
Un der the Un derwood bill, as 
it stan ds n ow, cattle, sheep an d hogs 
are tax ed 10 per cen t an d wheat an d 
oats 10 cen ts a bu shel. 
Thu s the deman d of the n orthw est­ 
ern millers that the du ties on grain s 
an d the du ty on flou r be “equ alized” 
has been n ow met by makin g both 
free. 
In like m an n er there has been 
an equ alization as regards liv estock 
an d meats by pu ttin g them both on the 
free list. 
This is the most im portan t mov e in 
the in terest of the con su mer that has 
been made sin ce the Un derwood bill 
left the hou se, an d the credit for it 
belon gs chiefly to Presiden t Wilson . 
He has stood for the free listin g of 
grain s an d of cattle an d other meat- 
produ cin g an im als in the face of great 
opposition from the farm ers of the 
cou n try . 
It was this featu re of the 
Can adian reciprocity bill that brou ght 
a flood of protests in u pon Presiden t 
Taft, an d it is predicted that Mr. Wil­ 
son will be n ow su bjected to the came 
kin d of pressu re.

In some schools, the salu te is giv ­ 
en in silence, as an act of rev erence 
u naccompanied by any pledge. At a 
signal, as the flag reaches its sta­ 
tion, the right hand 
raised, 
paim 
downward, to a horizontal position 
against the forehead, and held there 
u ntil the flag is dipped and retu rned 
to a v ertical position. 
Then, at the 
second signal, the hand is dropped 
to the side and the pu pil takes his 
seat. 
The silent salu te conforms 
v ery 
closely to the military and nav al sa­ 
lu te to the flag. 


Ju ne 14 is H ag day . In accord­ 
ance with the cu stom of 
the 
past 
six teen y ears, the anniv ersary this 
y ear, the 13Cth, is the adoption of 
the stars and stripes as the national 
insignia, will be observ ed as a na­ 
tional holiday . 


Gov ernors of many of the states 
hav e in the past, by their proclama­ 
tions, called pu blic attention to the 
dày and ordered the flag to be dis­ 
play ed on all the state bu ildings and 
inv ited their fellow citizens to cele­ 
brate the 
day . 
May ors 
of 
cities 
hav e also ordered the flag to be dis­ 
play ed on mu nicipal 
bu ildings and 
requ ested citizens to mark the day 
in a similar way on 
their 
priv ate 
bu ildings. School officers and teach­ 
ers and patriotic societies hav e also 
arou sed pu blic sentiment in observ ing 
the day u ntil each y ear it is greeted 
with greater enthu siasm. In many of 
the schools special 
ex ercises 
will 
mark the ev ent. 
This mov ement, which had its In­ 
ception with the American Flag for 
mu ch of the practice 
of 
teaching 
the school children the salu te to the 
flag and in instilling in the y ou ng 
generation a corresponding patriot­ 
ism. 
At a giv en hou r in 
the morning, 
the pu pils are assembled and in their 
places in the 
school. 
A 
signal is 
giv en by the principal of the school. 
Ev ery pu pil rises in his place. 
The 
Flag is brou ght forward to the prin­ 
cipal or teacher. 
While it is being 
brou ght forward from the door to 
the stand of the principal or teacher, 
ev ery pu pil giv es the flag the military 
salu te, which is as follows : 
The right hand u plifted, palm u p­ 
ward to a line with 
the 
forehead 
close to it. While thu s standing with 
palm u pward and in the attitu de cf 
salu te, all the pu pils repeat together 
slowly the following pledge : 
“I pledge allegiance to my flag and 
to the repu blic for which it stands. 
One nation indiv isible, with liberty 
and ju stice for all.” 
At the words, 
as 
pronou nced in 
this pledge. 
“To my flag,” each one 
ex tends the right hand, palm u pward, 
toward the flag u ntil the end of the 
pledge affirmation. 
Then all hands 
drop to the side. 
The pu pils, still 
standing, all sing together in u nison
